While the maximum effect of the subtle texturing is available in Knotty, 
Ripplewood is also produced in Burly, which may contain all of the character marks 
of Knotty, with their number and size limited.

light and dark shades. Simple suggestions for applying and finishing Ripplewood are 
included in each carton. Ripplewood comes in 4 by 8 foot panels, Yi6 inch thick, 
packed 10 panels to a carton and in squares, 12 by 12 inches, packed 50 to a carton 
and 16 by 16 inches, packed 40 to a carton. 
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INSTRUCTIONS 
For Finishing

Apply one coat of DuPont Penetrating Wood 
Finish, wiping off excess after 15 minutes. 
This produces a non-glossy transparent finish 
which will be slightly darker than the natural 
G-P Ripple wood. 


Apply one coat DUCO Semi-Gloss Driftwood 
Gray. Allow to dry overnight or longer. Thin 
DUCO Semi-Gloss Sage Green about 20% 
with turpentine. Brush over sections about 4 
feet square and wipe off with clean rags. The 
more green that is wiped off the grayer the 
cast. For more positive green wipe off less of 
the final coat. Allow to dry 6 to 8 hours. 


Apply one coat of DUCO Semi-Gloss Blue 
Spruce. Allow to dry overnight. A second 
coat may be applied if necessary to gain good 
hiding. 



Apply one coat of DUCO Semi-Gloss Aspen 
Green. Allow to dry overnight. Thin DUCO 
Semi-Gloss Driftwood Gray about 20% with 
turpentine. Brush this diluted color over a 
section about 4 feet square. Wipe off, leaving 
gray only in crevices. For more positive Green 
wipe off more of the Driftwood Gray finish. 
Follow with additional 4-foot squares until 
entire surface is finished. 


Apply one coat of DUCO Semi-Gloss Aztec 
Red. Allow to dry overnight. Thin DUCO 
Semi-Gloss Driftwood Gray or White about 
20% with turpentine. Apply by brush over an 
area about 4 feet square. Wipe off this color 
from the high spots of the wallboard leaving 
it only in the crevices. Continue with 4-foot 
squares until walls are finished. 


Apply one coat of DUCO Semi-Gloss Enamel 
Damask Rose. Allow to dry overnight. Thin 
DUCO Semi-Gloss Beige about 20% with 
turpentine. Apply to a 4-foot square and wipe 
off from all except in crevices. Continue 
finishing 4-foot sections until job is completed. 


Add Dark Oak Oil Stain to DuPont Pene- 
trating Wood Finish in a proportion of 1 to 8. 
Brush the mixture over Ripplewood area. 
Wipe off excess finish after 10-15 minutes. 
Apply second coat of DuPont Penetrating 
Wc^ Finish. Stain may also be added to this 
coat if a deeper color is desired. Wipe off ex- 
cess after 15 minutes. Allow to dry overnight.

Apply one coat of DUCO Semi-Gloss Dolphin Blue. Allow 
to dry overnight. Thin DUCO Semi-Gloss White about 
20% with turpentine and apply in 4-foot square sections. 
Wipe off White coat from high spots, leaving it only in 
crevices. 


Apply one coat of DUCO Semi-Gloss Candlelight Ivory. 
Allow to dry overnight. Thin DUCO Semi-Gloss Winter- 
green about 20% with turpentine and apply over 4-foot 
square sections. Wipe off, leaving Green in crevices only. 
Continue in 4-foot squares until job is finished.

Apply one coat of DUCO Semi-Gloss Damask Rose. Allow 
to dry overnight. Thin DUCO Semi-Gloss Driftwood Gray 
about 20% with turpentine. Brush over entire surface and 
wipe off, leaving Gray only in crevices. Continue finishing 
4-foot sections until job is finished. 


Finish entire surface with one coat of Black DUCO Gloss 
Enamel. Allow to dry overnight. Thin DUCO Semi-Gloss 
White about 20% with turpentine and apply to sections 
about 4 feet square. Wipe off White Enamel from all except 
crevices. Continue finishing in 4-foot squares until job is 
completed. If surface is too glossy it may be buffed lightly 
with fine steel wool or sandpaper to remove gloss. Care 
should be exercised not to buff surface so much that it cuts 
through enamel coats.
